DYESTUFFS (IMPORT REGULATION) ACT. 
APPLICATIONS FOR LICENCES IN APRIL. 


The following statement relating to applications 
for licences under the Dyestuffs (Import Regula- 
tion) Act, 1920, made during April has been fur- 
nished to the Board of Trade by the Dyestuffs 
Advisory Licensing Committee. 

The total number of applications received during 
the month was 512, of which 430 were from mer- 
chants and dealers. To these should be added the 
22 cases outstanding on Ist April, making a total 
for the month of 534. These were dealt with as 
follows :— 


Granted—331 (of which 318 
within seven days of receipt). 
Referred to British makers of similar products— 
130 (of which 121 were dealt with within seven 
days of receipt). 
Referred to Reparation Supplies available—ob 
(all dealt with within two days of receipt). 
Outstanding on 30th April—l7. 
Of the total number, 534, of applications 
received, 479, or 90 per cent., were dealt with 
within four days of receipt. 


CONCESSIONS IN RUSSIA. 


NEW LEGISLATION. 

The Board of Trade has received from H.M. 
Representative at Moscow translations of certain 
Decrees of the All Russian Central Executive 
Committee and the Council of People’s Commis- 
saries concerning the taking up of concessions in 
Russia a summary of the particulars of which are 
as follows :— 

(a) Decree, dated 8th March, 1923, provides for 

the establishment and appointment of a 
Chief Concessions Committee to control the 
participation of foreign capital in economic 
activities in Russia, and to conduct nego- 
tiations as to concession agreements of all 
kinds, including concessions to foreign con- 
panies and associations. 

(b) Decree, dated 29th March, 1923, provides for 
the establishment and ‘appointment of a 
Special Concessions Committee to be 
attached to the Russian Trade Delegation 
in London. British and French firms (ex- 
cepting British Colonial firms) desirous of 
obtaining concessions in Russia or of enter- 
ing into any operations in Russian Terri-

tory must conduct their negotiations 
through this Special Concessions Com- 
mittee. 


(c) Decree, dated 12th April, 1923, provides for 
the vrant of concessions for communal 
undertakings (tramways, waterworks, etc.), 
in so far as the conditions of the concession 
agreements do not provide for any depar- 
ture from the general laws, special condi- 
tions being provided in respect of the grant 
of such concessions to foreign citizens or 
firms. 

(d) Decree, dated 12th April, 1923, concerning 
foreign firms and their agencies in Russia, 
the full text of which reads as follows :— 

. Foreign firms are allowed to carry out trading opera- 
sie in the territory of the R.S.F.S.R., and to open offices, 
branches, agencies, etc., only in the manner laid down by 
the Decree of 8th March, 1923 (referred to above) regard- 
ing the Chief Concessions Committee on the recommenda- 
tion of the People’s Commissariat for Foreign Affairs. 


Nove.—All agencies of foreign firms existing in the terr- 
tory of the R.S.F.S.R. at the date of the publication of this 
Decree must: obtain the permission provided for in_ the 
present clause within one month, on the expiry of which all 
agencies for which permission has not been granted are im- 
mediately liquidated.

2. State institutions, State productive undertakings, 
and their combinations, co-operative societies, and also 
private companies and persons are allowed, observing the 
laws in force regarding foreign trade, to conclude foreign 
trade transactions within the limits of the R.S.F.S.R. only 
with those agencies of foreign firms which have received 
the permission referred to in Clause 1. 

3. Persons in the State service of the R.S.F.S.R. are for- 
hidden to accept agencies for any foreign firms or organisa- 
tions whatever. 

$. Citizens of the R.S.F.S.R. not in the senvice of the 
State may accept agencies for carrying out trading opera- 
tions only of those foreign firms which have received the 
permission laid down in Clause 1. 

5. Persons guilty of infringement of Clauses 1, 2, and 4 
of the present Decree are punished in accordance with 
Clause 136 of the Criminal Code of the R.S.F.S.R. Those 
guilty of infringement of Clause 3 of the present Decree are 
in addition punished in accordance with Clauses 114 and 
ll4a of the Criminal Code. 

6. The People’s Commissary for Justice shall in conjunc- 
tion with the Chief Concessions Committee, the Commis- 
sariat for Foreign Trade, the People’s Commissariat for 
Foreign Affairs, and the People’s Commissariat for Home 
Affairs, and the Commission for Home Trade. prepare and 
issue within two weeks instructions for the application of 
the present Decree. 

7. The present Decree shall have effect throughout all the 
territory of the R.S.F.S.R. and Allied Soviet Republics.

BRITISH FIRMS EXPORTING TO RUSSIA, 

The Department of Overseas Trade has been re- 
quested by the Russian Trade Delegation in London 
to publish the following information for the guid- 
ance of British firms exporting to Russia: 

The Russian Trade Delegation has been recently 
approached by a number of British firms with re- 
quests for linport Lice nees for eoods which have 
already been dispatched to Russia, the consignors 
being apparently unaware of the regulations at 
present in force in that country, which are rendered 
necessary by the Soviet Government's monopoly of 
foreign trade. While these unlicensed consign- 
ments have doubtless been made in good faith, the 
Russian Customs authorities have no option but to 
detain the goods on arrival at the frontier, and 
their delivery to the consignee can only take place 
when a licence issued by the Russian Trade Delega- 
tion is produced to the Customs officials. 

In order to prevent any possible future misunder- 
standing the Russian Trade Delegation wishes to 
state that, whatever previous correspondence may 
have taken place between firms and individuals in 
Russia and those in this country, in no circum- 
stances should goods be consigned to Russia with- 
out an import licence having previously been 
obtained from the Delegation, whose address 1s 
49, Moorgate, London, E.C. 2. It is understood 
that no exception will be made to this rule, which 
will be adhered to 1n every case.

NORWEGIAN SEAL FISHERIES. 


The Commercial Secretary H.M. Legation at 
Christiania states that forty vessels took part in the 
seal fisheries last year from Aalesund and Séndmor, 
as compared with twenty-eight vessels in 1921. 
Most of the vessels made two trips to the White Sea 
and Davis Straits respectively. Over 104,000 seals 
were killed, yielding 3,016,683 kilogs. of blubber. 
The skins realised 7 kr. each, and the blubber 47 Ore 
per _kilog. The total value of the eatch was about 
1,857,000 kr., as compared with 561,000 kr. in 1921. 





ITALIAN INCOME TAX LAW.

INFLATION AND REPARATIONS. 


No one can write of the economic conditions in 
Germany during the past year without traversing 
the well worn thickets of inflation and reparations. 
These two thorny subjects obtrude at every turn in 


the road. Inflation continued throughout the 
year, gathering speed towards the end of it. 
The note circulation on Ist January, 1922, 
was 121,964,200,000 marks, on Ist September 
251,443,660,000 mks., and on dslst December 


1,293,065,231,000 mks. Taking the amount on 3lst 
December—1,293 065,251,000 mks. (£38,031,550) 
—and comparing it with the gold cover on the 
same date—1,004,843,000 gold mks. (£51,530,410) 
—it will be seen that the true value of the note 
circulation represented less than three-fourths that 
of the gold reserve, which is not at all an unfavour- 
able position and one which might well be used as 
a basis for a return to stabilisation. AII Germany’s 
serious and impartial critics are agreed that the 
first step towards betterment must come from with- 
in. 

A Report upon the Economic Conditions of 
Germany, brought up to March of this year, by 


Mr. J. W. F. Thelwall, H.M. Commercial! 
Secretary at Berlin, assisted by Mr. C. J. 
Kavanagh, Commercial Secretary, Cologne, deals as 
follows with this difficult subject of German 


inflation :— 

After the war, inexperienced and weak Govern- 
ments found themselves forced to take over com- 
pletely disorganised finances which had been shock- 
ingly mismanaged for years, and the task of re- 
organisation proved too heavy for them and the 
demands of the nation too strong. They could not 
risk dissatisfaction either on the part of the Right 
when the latter demanded compensation for war 
contracts, for war losses, ete., or on the part of the 
Left, who wanted cheap food and communieations, 
unemployment doles and low rents. Sooner than 
face political troubles, particularly those connected 
with retrenchment and unemployment, the various 
Governments printed money in order to get over 


currency 


their internal difficulties. This statement is not 
made in a spirit of censure, as any Government 
which does not feel itself strong will naturally 


follow the line of least resistance; 1t is merely an 
attempt to arrive at the true state of affairs, because 
only thus can useful efforts be made towards im- 
provement. 


RESULTS OF INFLATION. 


The results which inevitably follow upon this 
kind of financial policy have, of course, also made 
their appearance in Germany. ‘They are so well 
known that it is not proposed to do more than 
enumerate them here : — 

(a) Complete destruction of State credit and confusion 

of State finances. 

(b) Very cheap costs of production and consequent com- 
petitive power. It is true that in 1922 Germany’s 
exports amounted in quantity to only 29 per cent. 
of the pre-war figure, but if it had not been for the 
depreciated mark nothing like so good a_ result 
would have been obtained ; moreover, it must be re- 
membered that exports could have been much larger 
if they had not been hampered by control. The 
whole situation must be judged by post-war stan- 
dards and proper allowance made for the fact that 
the world’s purchasing power is still extremely low. 

(c) The bulk of the German nation earns only marks, but 
is well aware that they lose in value almost daily, 
and that what is not bought to-day will probably 
cost 100 per cent. more in a fortnight’s time. Hence 
a wild fever of buying has raged throughout the 
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year and goods were absorbed faster than they could 
be produced. Partly for the same reason and partly 
in order to avoid taxation, firms have also put every 
mark they could spare into extensions, renewals, 
and improvements. 

(7d) Export and, more particularly, the demands of the 
home market have kept industry very busy, and un- 
employment has been negligible in spite of a slight 
increase towards the end of the vear. 

(e) When depreciation is simultaneously heavy and rapid 
an acute shortage of ready money in the wider and 
narrower sense of the words makes itself felt. This 
occurred in the autumn of 1922, and again at the 
beginning of 1923. Nobody can afford to give 
credit, and rates of interest for loans become exor- 
bitant. The difficulty of financing any type of busi- 
ness, particularly outside the country, is at such 
times very acute. 

~ (f) The internal debt of the country has dwindled to 
exiguous proportion. 

(g) All values within the country have become so distorted 
as to make it extremely difficult, if not impossible, 
to gauge the true position or rather to express it in 
a form at once concise and accurate. 


‘* FLIGHT FROM THE MaRK.’”’ 


Apart from these obvious effects of inflation, 
there are others, less conspicuous, which may, how- 
ever, in time lead to the introduction of new 
features into German business life, the importance 
of which it is too early to recognise as yet; these 
secondary effects are all various forms of the ** flight 
from the mark.’’ ‘To begin with, the public and 
the Government are in opposition to each other on 
this whole question; the former naturally wish to 
purchase stable currencies as an investment and for 
speculative purposes, as the safest way of escaping’ 
progressive impoverishment; the latter forbids such 
purchases except tor essential trading transactions. 
This prohibition, combined with the severe import 
restrictions, cuts the German oft from foreign 
markets, and inasmuch as he 1s thus compelled to 
spend his money at home, the action of the Govern- 
ment may be regarded as a further form of indus- 
trial protection; as a measure for the improvement 
of the mark, it is, of course, futile as long as an 
unlimited quantity of paper is being turned out; 
further, it has the very serious disadvantage of pre- 
venting the bulk of the population from accumu- 
lating any sort of reserves or savings of permanent 
value in liquid form; the average German, there- 
fore, who has not sufficient capital partially to 
counteract depreciation by speculation in shares 
(the risk is not great at present in Germany) is 
placed by his Government before the alternative of 
either converting his money as rapidly as possible 
into goods or becoming daily poorer. It must be 
remembered in this connection that quite low 
amounts could be invested in dollars, pounds, ete., 
at exchange offices, while the expedient of stock 
exchange transactions 1s barred to the man _ of 
moderate iweans, as banks and brokers’ will not 
accept small orders. Incidentally, it is remarkable 
that under present conditions the deposits in 
German savings banks should have increased from 
197 milliard mks. before the war to 52°9 milliard 
at the end of June, 1922; of course, the gold value 
is much less now than in 1913, viz., £31,963,746, 
as against £965,686,275, but what is particularly 
striking are the losses which these investors from 
amongst the people incur; their savings on 3lst 
December, 1922, equalled £1,555,882: on 15th 
January, 1923, £955,943, on 31st January, 1923, 
£231,947. 

THe STATE FINANCES. 


Regarded purely from the internal German point 
of view, the position is probably not bad, but the 
moment the question of any gold payment outside 
the country arises it would seem an impossibility to 
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trace any source from which it could be met. The 
Reich has gold receipts from exporters and else- 
where, but these items are nowhere to be found and 
the closer the German Budget is studied, the greater 
the conviction grows that the Reich is still, as it 
was three years ago, living from hand to mouth 
with the aid of the printing press, showing one 
month an estimated deficit of 622 milliards and the 
next of 1.400—1,600 milliards, both of which are 
probably far from aceurate. Though taxation 1s 
gradually getting into some semblance of order, 
and though it appears probable that assessment and 
collection will be accelerated, and the burdens more 
equitably distributed between the rich and the 
working classes, though the attempt is even to be 
made to adapt taxes automatically to depreciation, 
vet all these measures seem unlikely to produce any 
real improvement when one glances at the results

New Capitan ISsves. 


As was only to be expected, in view ot the con- 
tinued intense depreciation, the total of capital 
issues reached a very high figure in paper marks 
during 1922, viz., 80°6 milliards, as compared with 
319 milliards in 1921 and 24 milhards 1 pre-war 
years, the latter figure including various foreign 
loans which were issued on the German market.

The formation of new coin- 
panies has continued with unabated energy during 
1922. The total number is put at 2,208, with a total 
original capital amounting to 12:7 milliard mks. 
Of this sum, 5°2 milliard mks. represent new eapital 
issues of 775 companies which came into being, not 
strictly as new foundations, but through a trans- 
formation from some other corporate form into that 
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of a share company. The preference given to the 
form of the share company for business purposes 1s 
due partly to the lighter taxation which companies 
enjoy, but chiefly to the facilities which the issue of 
new shares offer in the provision of new capital. 
Numerous companies were formed for the purpose 
of acquiring and exploiting land and house pro- 
perty, and it is probable that many of them repre- 
sent foreign interests which either wish to acquire 
real estate cheaply, or to find suitable investments 
for German marks which had been bought in pre- 
vious years at high rates. 


Cost or LIVING. 


There can be no better evidence regarding the 
advance in the cost of living than a comparison ot 
the index figure for January, 1922, with that of

Naturally wages had to follow this development ; 
but they did not keep pace with prices; in fact, 
the difference became greater as the rise in the 
latter increased in volume and rapidity. While 
such a state of affairs weighs heavily upon labour, 
its effect is absolutely disastrous upon those classes 
which are either dependent upon a fixed income or 
have no means of increasing their earnings in pro- 
portion to the fall in the purchasing pewer of the 
mark. The distress which exists in Germany in 1n- 
tellectual and artistic circles, and among profes- 
sional men and women, is very great, and public 
institutions like hospitals, libraries, and univer- 
sities are also suffering very severely. In view of 
the faet that wages did not keep pace with prices, 
it is remarkable that there were hardly any great 
labour disputes during the year. As far as can be 
judged in the absence of any comprehensive official 
figures, the only strikes of outstanding importance 
were those of the railwaymen in January, 1922, 
lasting about six days, of the metal workers in 
Southern Germany in the summer, lasting about 
{two months, and of the engineers and technical 
staff on all German ships, supported by sailors and 
firemen, also in the summer, which lasted about a 
month. Presumably this comparative quiet is to be 
accounted for by the fact that, although employers 
and emploved were constantly engaged in negoti- 
ations concerning wages, these negotiations in 
every case ended with the granting of higher wages, 
and that, in spite of the fact that the rises were 
insufficient, the workers did not consider it worth 
their while to make any concerted movement to 
obtain better conditions. Another unexpected 
result is obtained by such

an examination of 
figures as are available concerning the production 
per man and hour. Here again satisfactory statis- 
ties are lacking, but where an attempt has been 
made to collect material it is shown in almost every 
ease that the output has increased compared with 
1913; and it follows, therefore, that if the produc- 
tion of German industry as a whole is still below 
the pre-war standard, this must be due rather to 
the shorter working hours than to other causes. 


GFERMANY’S Rear Postrton. 


There can be no doubt, writes Mr. Thelwall, that. 
after taking into consideration the various factors. 
extreme caution must be exercised in expressing 
any opinion as to Germany’s real position at the 
end of 1922. Inflation dominated every phase of 
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public and private life, and inflation means con- 
stant fluctuation and uncertainty. This condition 
expresses itself particularly in the public finances, 


and to use them as the basis upon which to 
arrive at any sort of conclusion would be a 
mistake. The result would be equally §falla- 


cious if some such standard as the value of German 
shares were taken, as the following brief cal- 
culation will show. On Ist October, 1922, the 
nominal capital value of all German share com- 
panies (Aktiengesellschaften, G.m.b.H., and Kom- 
manditgesellschaften, auf Aktien) amounted to 
£8 691,558, and the market value on the same date 
£152,326,371. On Ist December, 1922, ‘the 
corresponding figures were £35,710,516 and 
271,206,768. It will be seen, therefore, that not 
only would such a standard be unreliable because 
it shows very large variations, but also because it 
does not represent anything lke the true worth of 
the properties and rights involved. An accurate 
assessment could, of course, be made on certain 
capital values in the country; forests, mines, fac- 
tories, real estate, machinery, ete., could be, 
without much difficulty, expressed in terms of 
dollars or of pounds; but what naturally interests 
Germany’s creditors most is the true revenue pro- 
duced from such sources and from trade, and it is 
just this revenue which is almost completely dis- 
evuised by inflation, and there seems no chance of 
any change until German currency is stabilised. It 
would manifestly be impossible under present con- 
ditions to ascertain what the income in gold of the 
German nation is. Neither the Government nor 
private undertakings show their gold receipts in 
any published accounts or balance sheets, and, of 
course, it cannot be said at what rate they are con- 
verted into paper marks for the purpose of publica- 
tion. Even more impossible is it to obtain any 
information as to the gold earnings which do not 
enter the country. These latter are, in any case, 
of no interest from the point of view of reparations, 
as no means could be devised to seize them, and 
naturally they would never be voluntarily disclosed. 
They are, however, of importance because, just as 
Germany’s natural and industrial resources at home 
form an admirable basis for reconstruction, so these 
hidden foreign deposits might play a great part in 
Germany’s future development when her nationals 
feel at liberty to use them freely. Any estimate as 
to their amount is naturally pure guess work. 
There are many reasons why a German should try 
to possess as large foreign balances as possible; they 
are -the safest, the most stable, and the most con- 
venient form of wealth. If he is a manufacturer, 
they offer him the best security for the renewal of 
his raw material. Further, they are in any case 
immune from forced loans, capital levies, ete., for 
reparation purposes; they are immune from the 
regulation which provides that foreign earnings are 
to be handed in, in whole or in part, to the German 
(rovernment in exchange for marks; and finally, 
they are immune from any complete financial crash 
in Germany. On the other hand, it must be remem- 
bered that it is only the exporter of German goods 
who has any facilities for acquiring foreign bal- 
ances, the rest of the population being legally pro- 
hibited from doing so, although no doubt the law, 
which 1s economically an unsound one, is not difh- 
eult to evade. T'urther, depreciation has at times 
been so rapid and so great that even wealthy con- 
eerns found their paper marks assets insufficient to 
meet current requirements, and were compelled to 
realise their foreign holdings to a certain extent. 
The figure which is usually mentioned in German 
industrial circles as representing the total valve of 
(yerman cash and in securities abroad is £50,000 ,000. 
Probably this refers only to such amounts as might 
possibly be recognised as German pronerty; to It 
should be added, however, those sums which stand 
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in the names of non-German persons and holding 
companies, but in reality are owned by German in- 
dividuals and firms. Even then a figure not much 
exceeding £200,000,000 is likely to be arrived at, 
an amount which in comparison with Germany’s 
indebtedness must be called small. 


FRENCH OCCUPATION OF THE RUHR. 


In the first days of January, 1925, an inter-Allied 
conference on the reparations question was held in 
aris, but failed to arrive at an agreement. Shortly 
afterwards the Reparations Commission decided by 
a Majority vote that Germany was in voluntary 
default with certain of her deliveries in kind. 
Thereupon the French and Belgians commenced to 
occupy the industrial area of the Ruhr basin to- 
wards the middle of the month. It is too early as 
vet to make any definite statement as to the effect 
which this occupation is hkely to have on the 
general economic and industrial life of Germany. 
Incidentally, it may be mentioned that the Repara- 
tions Commission informed the German Govern- 
ment on 28th January that, owing to the non-fulfil- 
ment of its obligations under the Treaty, its request 
of the previous November for a moratorium was 
considered as being superseded, and that, therefore, 
the se — of payments of doth May, 1921, was 
again in operation. The Ruhr contains by far the 
most ee int German coal and coke supply, and 

1 addition, there are situated in this area all the 
camiadl German smelting and iron and steel pro- 
ducing works. The mines and works are, for the 
most part, run on modern principles, and therefore 
their output of by-products is also very large. Thus, 
they are the suppliers to German agriculture of sul- 
phate of ammonia and of coal tar to the large 
chemical coneerns. The whole of this area has now 
been surrounded by the occupying Powers, who have 
declared their intention of stopping coal supplies 
from entering unoccupied Germany. The total 
population of the Rubr district is about 5 millions, 
of whom 550,000 are miners, and 100,000 railway- 
men. The railway directorate at Essen supplies 

daily an average of 20,000 trucks, of which 8,000 
are for the use of local industry, and 12,000 are 
used for transport beyond the Ruhr area. 

The German Government replied to the occupa- 
tion by stopping all reparation deliveries to France 
and Belgium, and by forbidding all German officials 
to obey the instructions of the occupying Powers in 
any way. Further, the general public was advised 
that only the German laws and regulations were to 
be observed and German Government Offices used 
for financial and administrative purposes. German 
firms have cancelled their contracts with French 
and Belgian houses; more particularly as far as the 
Ruhr is concerned, for the purchase of ore from 
Lorraine, and such agreements as that of Herr 
Stinnes with Senator Lubersac have also been ter- 
minated. Considerable public — private funds 
are being applied for the relief of the many officials 
and others who are being expelled both from the 
new and the old Occupied Territory, for the provi- 
sion of food to the Ruhr area, and for the payment 
of the working population. 

How long the present situation can last and what 
its results are likely be it is quite impossible to 
foretell. Since the new occupation has been ear- 
ried out, the Germans have got through large quan- 
tities of coal and coke into Unoceupied Territory. 
The stocks in the country were at that time also 
fairly good; and as further, Germany appears to be 
mi aking prevaration to increase her imports. chiefly 
from the United Kingdom and Czecho-Slovakia, 
it is probable that. even if she receives little 
or nothing from the Ruhr, she may be able 
to continue’ without embarrassment 
for some time to come. In any ease, only

about 43 per cent. of the Ruhr _ production 
is normally absorbed by unoccupied Germany. 
Endeavours are being made to increase the produc- 
tion of coal and lignite in unoccupied Germany by 
working extra shifts, and it is said that, for patriotic 
motives, the miners are willing to agree.

WHOLESALE PRICES IN GERMANY. 


OFFICIAL INDEX NUMBER. 


Following the recovery in the exchange value ot 
the mark during the earlier part of February, the 
level of wholesale prices fell from the extreme point 
reached at the beginning of that month, the decline 
continuing for a time, while the exchange was com- 
paratively stable. The Official Index Number ot 
Wholesale Prices published 1 Wirtschaft und 
Statistik ’’ represents the average level of prices in 
March by the figure 48882, which compares with 
52571 on 25th February, and 59672 on 5th Feb- 
ruary, when prices were at the highest point. 
During the first half of April the Index Number was 
tending to rise, possibly as a result of the continued 
large issues of paper money or in anticipation ol 
the further collapse of the exchange which occurred 
in the latter part of the month. The average Index 
Numbers for January, February, and March, and 
the Index Numbers for particular days in March 
and April are shown in the following table:

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WHOLESALE PRICES IN APRIL. 


BOARD OF TRADE INDEX NUMBER. 
The Board of Trade Index Number of wholesale 
prices in April shows an advance of O'7 per cent. 
compared with the general level in March. There 
was a fall of 1:1 per cent. in the average for articles 
of food, a rise of over 2 per cent. in cereals being 





offset by a decrease of 2 per cent. in meat and fish, 
and one of 33 per cent. in foodstuffs other than 
cereals, meat and fish. Owing chiefly to an average 
increase of 5°2 per cent. in the prices of iron and 
steel, the April average for industrial materials 
was 17 per cent. above the corresponding average 
in March. The group of other metals and minerals, 
for which an advance of 16 per cent. is recorded, 
includes higher prices for six descriptions of coal, 
the largest advances being in the export prices of 
South Wales large steam coal and in smokeless 
seconds. The averages of the prices of textile 
materials in April did not differ greatly from those 
of the previous month.

For two months the general level for the fifty- 
three articles of food has been about 50 per cent. 
above the average for 1913. Industrial materials 
were over 65 per cent, above the 1915 average in 
March, and over 68 per cent. above that average in 
April. In each of those months cotton was 100 per 
cent. and other textiles averaged 75 per cent. above 
the 1915 level. ‘The increases in iron and steel 
prices since the beginning of the present year have 
brought the average for the group from 34 per cent. 
above 1913 prices in January to 60 per cent. above 
in April. In other metals and minerals the move- 
ment during the same period has been from an in- 
crease of 38 per cent. on the 1913 level in January 
to an increase of 54 per cent. in April.

In April British cereals were 34 per cent. above 
their average for 1913, while the corresponding in- 
crease in imported cereals was 48 per cent.

Of the 53 articles of food, 1ncreases 1n April COl)- 
pared with the average prices in March are 
recorded in respect of 27, and decreases in 22, the 
remaining four items being at the same average in 
each of the two months. The changes include 
11 inereases and 12 decreases exceeding 5 per cent. 
Oranges advanced in price by nearly 30 per cent., 
fish, Danish bacon, and potatoes in London by about 
15 per cent. The price reductions include milk, 
which was down by nearly 40 per cent. in April 
compared with the March average, eggs and Irish 
butter down by over 17 per cent., Danish and New 
Zealand butter, Cheddar and New Zealand cheese 
and Argentine chilled beef, which fell by 10 to 12 
per cent. The fall in the prices of cheese and 
butter which took place in the course of April 
follows a considerable rise in these articles during 
the three preceding months. In the iron and stee! 
group there were 20 increases, the other four items 
showing no change. ‘Twelve ot the increases were 
over 5 per cent., including tinplate bars and soft 
steel billets, which advanced by about 11 per cent. 
and 14 per cent. respectively. Inereases are re- 
corded in six of the 10 descriptions of coal, the 
largest being about 14 per cent. and 15 per cent. 
respectively in the export prices of smokeless 
seconds and of South Wales large steam coal. 
Petroleum and English lead were cheaper by about 
6 per cent. The two textile groups show 15 
advances and 12 reductions in price, all under 5 per 
cent., with the exception of raw jute, which was 
cheaper by about 8 per cent. Janseed oil was dearer 
bv about 17 per cent., and cowhides by 5 per cent., 
while calfskins were cheaper by 12 per cent. on the 
average for the month, and roofing slates, first 
quality Portmadoc, by about 8 per cent. The total 
of 150 items included in the compilation of the 
index number includes 78 with higher prices in 
April than in March, and 41 in which the prices 
were lower, and 51 of the former and 24 of the 
latter were within 5 per cent. of the March prices.

BRITISH WIRELESS APPARATUS FOR 
AUSTRALIA. 

The Official Secretary in London of the Com- 
monwealth of Australia states that the Australian 
Customs Department has issued a series ot Tariff 
decisions relating to duties on wireless apparatus. 

Fixed and variable condensers, erystal and elec- 
trolytie detectors, rheostats, inductance coils 
(honeycomb and coupled coils), intervalve  trans- 
formers, valve sockets, and complete tuning sets 
will be charged 274 per cent. under the British 
Preferential Tariff, 35 per cent. under the Inter- 
mediate Tariff, and 40 per cent. under the General 
Tariff. Valves (or vacuum tubes as they are often 
termed) will be free under the British Preferential 
Tariff, 5 per cent. under the Intermediate Tariff, 
and 15 per cent. under the General Tariff. 





SANITARY INSPECTION OF ARGENTINE 
AGRICULTURAL EXPORTS. 

A recently issued Presidential Decree, which is 
to come into force in July next, lays down regula- 
tions for the sanitary inspection of agricultural 
products exported trom the Argentine Republic. 

The Minister of Agriculture is to organise in the 
Ports of Buenos Aires, La Plata, Bahia Blanea, 
Rosario, in the city of Mendoza (and in other ports 
if necessary) an inspection service for plants, 
shoots, tubers, bulbs. seeds and grain, fresh fruits 
and vegetables destined for export, in order to ascer- 
tain their sanitary state, conditions of packing and 
shipment, 

Exporters are required to apply to the Minister 
of Agriculture, in the prescribed form, for permis- 
sion to export each consignment. 

Detailed instructions respecting the nature of the 
inspection, analysis, or cleaning necessary for each 
category or class ot produce are specified in the 
Decree, which provides for the issue of certificates 
if the goods are recognised as suitable for export. 

A copy of the Decree in Spanish may be seen by 
persons interested on application to the Tariff 
Section of the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, 
Old Queen Street.

Returns of the overseas trade of the Commonwealth for 
January disclose the fact that imports into the country have 
continued on a large scale, the value of those for the month 
showing increases of £1,142,394 on the December figures, 
and of £2,948,493 on those for January last year. Exports 
for the month were a little less in value compared with the 
corresponding month of 1922, but were more than 
£3,000,000 lower than tor December last. 


SEVEN Montus’ IMPORTS. 


In the figures for the first seven months of the financial 
year, the extent to which goods have been imported during 
the term is disclosed in an increase of £24,208,216, com- 
pared with those for the corresponding period in 1921-22, 
the value of imports for the current financial year being 
stated at £77,248,406, against £53,040,190. Increases in 
this respect have been general, but the principal movements 
have been in apparel and textiles, which appear at 
£29,345,639, against. £16,733,472, machines and machinery 
and iron and steel, which total £19,044,636, compared with 
£14,329,729, while timber is valued at £2,121,678, as 
against £1,170,991. 

In the apparel and textile group increases are shown in 
hosiery and knitted apparel of over £1,245,000, and in 
cotton and linen of £3,485,043. Iron and steel and motor 
car chassis are the principal contributors to the increase in 
the machine and machinery group. 


Export INCREASES AND DECREASES. 


On the export side values for the seven months are prac- 
tically the same, the total of £68,138,537 comparing with 
£68,453,091 for the preceding year. The returns show a 
considerable increase in the value of lamb and mutton 
shipped abroad, the gain in this connection being over 
£2,500,000. Wool exports, however, showed the greatest 
increase, the value of greasy wool appearing at £26,244 932, 
against £18,315,924, while that of scoured and washed rose 
from £4,293,147 to £6,001,127. In hides and skins there 
was an increase of nearly £2,500,000. On the other hand 
the falling off in wheat shipments was most marked. For 
the seven months of 1921-22 they amounted in value to 
£14,997,475, while for the period under review they appear 
at only £3,222,405. Flour also shows a substantial falling 
off in value. 

Tue BALANCE OF TRADE. 


The trading result is that, so far this financial year, the 
balance is unfavourable to the extent of £9,109,867; where- 
as for 1921-22 exports exceeded imports to the amount of 


£15,412,901. The large volume of imports without expan- 
sion in exports has assisted to relieve the position that had 
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arisen in regard to accumulated Australian funds in 
London. Imports and exports for January and the seven 


months compare with those for the preceding year as 
follows :—

AND INDUSTRIAL CONDITIONS. 


(From HM. Trade Commissioner.) 
TORONTO. 

Industrial conditions have continued fairly favourable. 
especially in such important lines as steel, paper and tex- 
tiles, and operations have been conducted on an extended 
scale as compared with the corresponding period of last 
year. With the tendency towards higher commodity prices. 
there may follow this year a greater margin of profit than 
last vear. 





TRADE 


WHOLESALE AND Retatrt TRADE. 


The advent of Easter failed to effect any material in- 
crease in the volume of trade in wholesale and retail 
circles, however, and the cold and unseasonable weather pre- 
vailing throughout March militated against the heavy pur- 
chase of spring goods. Preparations had been made for 
substantial spring trade but results were disappointing. 
With the return of favourable weather, however, merchants 
were confident that this situation would be adjusted. 


INDEX NUMBER OF WHOLESALE PRICES. 


The index number of wholesale prices, constructed by 
Professor Michell, of McMaster University, Toronto, ad- 
vanced 1:6 per cent. during March to 179-2. Th’s figure 
compares with 161-0 for March of last year, 264° for the 
corresponding month of 1920, and 1163 for Maich, 1914. 
The rise in prices anticipated last November has continued 
and there is no reason to expect any recession in the index 
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number for all commodities for some time. The rise in the 
metals division was the heaviest for some months. 


EMPLOYMENT CONDITIONS. 


The employment situation in Canada, according to the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics, showed further improve- 
ment at the beginning of March, as compared with 
February. Returns were received from 6,387 firms, with an 
aggregate working force of 743,128 persons, against 741,011 
on Ist February. The index number, therefore, rose 
slightly from 895 to 899. Varying conditions were re- 
ported in different industries. Manufacturing generally 
was decidedly more active than at the beginning of the 
preceding month, but contractions continued to be recorded 
in transportation, construction, and trade. The commence- 
ment of seasonal slackness in logging camps, moreover, 
affected a large number of workers, and coal mining showed 


considerable losses. 


THe Puce anp Paper INDUSTRY. 


The pulp and paper industry continued to make progress, 
the newsprint output having been 14 per cent. greater dur- 
ing February than for the corresponding month last year. 
For the first two months of the year the average daily pro- 
duction was 3,831 tons, an increase of about 600 tons a day 


on last year’s average, 


Marconi CoMPANIES. 


The Annual Report of the Directors of the Canadian 
General Electric Company, Limited, Toronto, contained the 
following interesting reference :— 

‘During the year Marconi’s Wireless Telegraph Company, 
Ltd., of Great Britain, which with your Company owned the 
controlling interest in the Marconi Wireless Telegraph Company 
of Canada, Ltd., intimated the necessity of a large expansion 
in the activities of the Company, and that several millions of 
dollars would be required for this purpose. Your Directors felt 
that as we were manufacturers, and not operators of public 
utilities, we should not join with such policy of expansion, al- 
though it seemed a necessary one from the standpoint of the 
Canadian Marconi Company, consequently negotiations were 
entered into with the British Company, and an agreement was 
concluded whereby we disposed of our stock-holdings to that 
Company for cash and recowered certain manufacturing rights 
under our patents, which rights we had previously assigned to 
the Canadian Marconi Company. It will thus be seen that we 
have a real cash asset in our patent rights, vet we continue to 
carry them on our balance sheet at one dollar.’’ 


ELECTRICAL HQUIPMENT. 


The Canadian Westinghouse Company, Hamilton, 
Ontario, important manufacturers of electrical equipment, 
in reporting recently on the past year’s business, stated that 
it was not until about the third quarter of the year that 
enquiries began to result in noticeably increased volume of 
orders booked, and the shipments tor the year did not, 
therefore, reflect to any large extent the advantage of im- 
proved business conditions. Throughout the year, however, 
the Company was successful in securing such a volume of 
orders for the small class of apparatus as to justify the 
wisdom of its efforts in extending this portion of its busi- 
ress where the demand is inherently stable in comparison 
with the lines depending more directly on broad conditions 
of finance and trade. 


ALBERTA COAL FOR ONTARIO. 


Three railway car loads of Alberta coal have been shipped 
to Ontario, where the Government will test its suitability 
for use there. If the coal is proved suitable, there will 
remain the question of sufficiently low freight rates on coal 
from Alberta to Ontario in order to‘sell it in competition 
with anthracite from the United States, which is now used 
in Ontario. The Ontario and Dominion Governments and 
the Canadian National Railways have this matter under 
consideration. 

Heavy Fire Losses. 


Following substantial fire losses in 1922 throughout 
Canada the present year has commenced with a worse 
record. Fire losses in Ontario for the first three months of 
the year have been larger than during the same three 
months of any recent year. The Ontario Fire Marshal 
attributes the situation to the careless manner in which 
people have used bituminous coal and substitutes for an- 
thracite, and the condition of retail business, which has 
prompted arson.

FOREIGN TRADE IN MARCH QUARTER. 

The exchange of goods with other countries during March 
resulted in an excess of imports, as timber shipments had 
not vet commenced, states the Financial and Business 
Report of the Finnish Central Chamber of Commerce, 
Helsingfors. At the beginning of March ice conditions were 
still rather troublesome, but improved within a short time. 
With the assistance of the Finnish State icebreakers traffic 
was, however, kept up all the month, although only to 
Hangé and Abo.

It is seen that the turnover in March was considerably 
larger than during the two first months of the year and 
materially exceeded in value the turnover during the corre- 
sponding period of 1922, while at the same time increasing 


and the value of exports for the first quarter of 
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the difference in value between goods imported and ex- 
ported. As most harbours remain closed by ice during April 
the situation as regards imports and exports remains un- 
altered, but with shipments of all the timber parcels sold in 
the course of the winter commencing in May, the reverse 
will speedily be the case.

CoMPARISON WitH Marcu. 1922. 


With the sole exception of spinning materials, an increase 
of almost all imports is noticeable in comparison with 
March of last year. With regard to export values, those 
of paper at the same time last vear amounted to 122: 
million F. mks., and timber exports were exacty! the same 
as in March of the present year, whilst the exports of 
animal foodstuffs were valued at 4°6 million F. mks. less 
than in March, 1922. 

Trape With Russia. 


The trade balance with Russia was last vear very one- 
sided, being entirely in favour of Finland. During the 
months of January and February imports from Russia were 
valued at 10°6 million F. mks., whilst goods to the value of 
253 million F. mks. were exported to that country. During 
the corresponding periou of the present year imports from 
Russia amounted to 21:3 million F. mks., whereas exports 
did not amount to more than about 4 million F. mks.

SYRIA. 
TRADE AND INDUSTRY OF TRIPOLI. 


(From the British Vice-Consul. ) 





BEYROUT. 
The town of Tripoli, although no longer the capital of 
the province (Sanojak) of Northern Lebanon, remains, by 
its position and communications with the interior, un- 
diminished in commercial importance. Its population 
numbers nearly 40,000. 


COMMUNICATIONS. 


While Tripoli harbour is not deep enough for vessels of 
more than 1,000 tons cargo, there is excellent anchorage out- 
side to the north during southerly winds, and a good deep- 
water anchorage is available during northerly winds. The 
port is a calling-port for ships of the Khedivial Steamship 
Company, the Messageries Maritimes, and the Lloyd Tries- 
tino lines, and the Prince line and others send occasional 
steamers there. Passenger traffic is limited, most travellers 
finding it necessary to use Beyrout, situated on the coast, 
9 kilometres further south. Cargo boats can be loaded 
or discharged at rates varying between 400 and 800 tons 
per day. The depth of water alongside the quay being only 
about 10 to 11 feet, most ships discharge into or load trom 
lighters. Ample lighterage, whart, and storage accommoda- 
tion exists at the port and in the Customs and other. sheds. 

Tripoli enjoys a great advantage over Beyrout as an 
outlet for the produce of Homs, Hama, Damascus, and 
Aleppo, and as a distributing centre tor the imports tor 
these districts. Being connected by a broad-gauge rallway 
to Homs, on the main line, and Beyrout having only a 
narrow-gauge railway which connects it with the main line 
at Rayak, Tripoli can ship the produce of the interior dis- 
tricts without the necessity of having this produce trans- 
ferred from truck to truck, which is necessary in the case 
of goods passing through Beyrout. The advantages which 
should accrue, however, are for the present not enjoyed 
owing to the high freight rates ruling on the railway. 
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Export TRADE. 

Tripoh is the outlet tor the prodwct: Ol large tracts of 
country as tar distant as Aleppo and Damascus. Silk, 
olives, olive oil, and native olive oil soap, oranges, lemons, 
beans, peas, lentils, wool, eggs, and small quantities of 
wheat and barley are exported, though, properly speaking 
many of the cereals meitioned above leave Tripoli only to 
re-enter Syria at Beyrout or other ports for local econ- 
sumption. The chief exports are to France, Egypt, the 
United Kingdom, the United States, Constantinople and 
[talv, but when Anatolia and Russia open up a large ex- 
pansion, particularly of the fruit and olive oil soap export 
trade. is anticipated. 

NATURE OF IMPORTS AND THE PRINCIPAL Sources. 

Manufactured cotton coods and pirece-goods, hardware, 
woollens, and preserves and provisions, ete., are imported 


from the United Kingdom. and distributed in various 
districts in the interior. Woollens and a certain quantity 
of cotton textiles and leather poodus ome from Italy 


cereals from Australia, Egypt, and the United States; 
petroleum and benzine from the United States, and a little 
trom Roumania; sugar from the United States; silk manu- 
factured goods, provisions, and fancy goods from France 
and ma lesser degree irom Italy ; rie hiner trom Re lolum 
Sweden, and Germany; cutlery, clocks, and cheap hard- 

ire and 1lronmongery from Germany an! Anstria form the 
chief imports into Tripoli. 

Market CONDITIONS AND Bankina 

British goods are fairly firmly established on the market, 
and in spite of their higher prices (owing to the exchange), 
are frequently preterred to goods trom other sources, 
Possible markets exist tor British woollens, agricultural

FOREIGN TRADE IN 1922. 
(From the Office of the Commercial Secretary.) 


CONSTANTINOPLE. 


The statistics prepared by the Constantinople Customs 
Houses, which showed a decline in import values in 1921 as 


compared with the previous year, mark a further decrease 
in 1922, the total imports into Constantinople having de- 
creased from £7.85,258,260 during the first nine months of 
1921 to £7.59,341,571 for the corresponding period of 1922. 
Iixports of native produce on the other hand show an in- 
crease in value from £T.9,841,109 in 1921 to £T.23,254,327 
in 1922, and the adverse balance of trade has been reduced 
from £7.75,417,151 to £T.36,107,244. 

Great Britain still heads the list of exporting countries, 
sIthough her exports to Turkey declined from £7T.17,495,269 
in January-September, 1921, to £T.9,779,109 in the corre- 
sponding period of 1922. This decline is principally due to 
the lack of demand for textiles resulting from the state ot 
war in Anatolia, and the further diminution of trade with 
South Russia.

Trave Witu THE UNITED STATES. 


Imports of merchandise from the United States, which 
follow close behind those of Great Britain, decreased in 


value from £T7.13.168.920 in the first nine quarters ot 
1921 to £LT.9,724,377 in January-September, 1922. The 


United States’ principal exports were, as in 1921, wheat, 
flour, petroleum, and cabots, and, as Constantinople is 
entirely dependent on foreign countries for these necessi- 
ties, the United States’ trade was not so adversely affected 
«ws Great Britain’s as a result of the unfavourable political 
situation in the Near East. The recent quintuplement of 
the flour duties has had a very detrimental effect on the 
United States’ flour trade with Turkey, and it is probable 
that, provided Bulgaria and Roumania can continue their 
present supplies, the United States’ exports to Turkey will 
decline still further. 


INCREASED IMPORTS FROM GERMANY. 


A notable feature is the increase in imports from 
Germany, which rose from £T.369,219 in January-Septem- 
ber, 1921, to £T.4,242,556 in the same period of 1922. It 
is true, of course, that a considerable portion of the im- 
ports from the Netherlands in 1921, amounting in value to 
£T.5,159,166, were in reality of German origin, but the 
sharp increase last year in German exports is nevertheless 
most marked. Germany has specialised principally in 
photographic apparatus and accessories, electrical machinery 
of all kinds, haberdashery, spirit lamps and stoves, hard- 
ware and agricultural implements and tools. 


Errect or Customs RESTRICTIONS ON FRENCH TRADE. 


Imports from France decreased in value during the nine 
pionths reviewed from £T.9,136,079 to £7T.4,564,983, and a 
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further shrinkage must be looked for since the introduction 
of the Customs regime which prohibits the importation of 
alcoholic beverages and discriminates against luxury 
articles in which France is particularly interested. 


Tar DECLINE IN TEXTILE IMPORTS. 


The imports of cotton textiles show a decrease in value 
from £T.20,035,737 during the first nine months of 1921 to 
£T.9,263,355 in the same period of 1922, and this is the 
chief factor in explanation of the serious decline in Great 
Britain’s trade with Turkey. In addition, imports of 
woollen textiles dropped in value from £T.7,167,828 to 
£T.3,148,169. This phase is, however, only temporary, and 
it is probable that conditions will greatly improve after the 
conclusion of peace. 


THe ADVANCE IN Export TRADE. 


The marked increase jn the value of exports 1s 
somewhat difficult to explain, as a state of war continued 
in Anatolia throughout the whole of this period, and neither 
in the Greek area of occupation nor in the Turkish area 
was there any systematic effort made to restore production 
and agriculture, and, in fact, producers were greatly dis- 
couraged owing to the unsettled conditions and the heavy 
requisitions made by both combatants. The increase is 
partially due, however, to the decline in the value of the 
lira, and marked advances in prices on the European and 
American markets of Turkey’s chief exports also contri- 
buted. 


THe DreEMAND For TuRKISH ToBACco. 


The demand from abroad, particularly for tobacco, 
mohair, opium and silk, was especially heavy, and this led 
to the export, not only of the season’s normal output, but 
of all accumulated stocks in addition. Exports of 
Turkish tobacco increased in value from £T.2,359,813 to 
£T.4,936,778, the United States and Great Britain being 
the chief purchasers of higher grade qualities, Germany a 
heavy buyer of the lower grades, and Egypt, the Nether- 
lands, and Italy also large purchasers. 


SILK AND Woo.uEN Goops. 


Exports of silk rose in value from £T7.554,132 to 
CT .2,075,465, principally to France. Prospects for this 
industry are extremely unfavourable at present owing to 
the flight of skilled workers. 


Exports of wool and woollen goods, including carpets 
and mohair, increased from £T.547,898 to £T.2,007,476. 
There was a steady demand from Bradford and New York 
for mohair. 


Tart GENERAL OUTLOOK. 


Owing to lack of adequate communication with the in- 
terior it is extremely difficult to obtain any reliable appre- 
ciation of the present situation in regard to Turkish agri- 
culture and production, but the large areas of land wasted 
during the Greek retreat and the exodus of the Greek and 
Armenian fruit, vine and silk growers must have a very 
unfavourable effect on the immediate future.

INCREASED COFFEE AND COCOA EXPORTS. 
(From H.M. Minister.) 
CARACAS. 


According to figures just published the exports of coffee 
from the four ports of Maracaibo, Puerto Cabello, La 


Guaira, and Cartipano, during 1922 amounted to 64,977 


metric tons, a higher total than exports from all ports in 
1921 (55,323 tons), and nearly double those from all ports 


in 1920 (33,442 tons). 


Exports of cocoa from the three ports of Puerto Cabello, 


La Guaira and Cartipano totalled 8,788 metric tons, com- 
pared with a total export from all ports of 21,898 tons in 
1921 and of 17,598 tons in 1920, the latter figures including 
shipments via Trinidad, not shown in the statistics now 
published and not yet available for 1922.

CANADA. 





BANKING POSITION AND BOND SALES. 
(From H.M: Trade Commissioner.) 

TORONTO. 
The statement of Canadian chartered banks for February 
shows an increase ot 16 million dols. in savings in the banks 
during the month, which makes a gain of 55 million dols. 
under this head during the four months from November. 
The statement indicates better basic conditions, there being 
a reduction in call loans both at home and abroad, and a 
gain of 8 million dols. in current loans. The total assets of 
the banks increased by 48,700,000 dols. during the month. 
As compared with the corresponding month last vear, cur- 
rent loans in Canada were lower by 103 million dols., while 

such loans abroad increased by more than 10 million dols. 


Bonp Sates IN Marcu QuARTER. 


Sales of Canadian bonds for the first three months of the 
vear totalled 104,289,577 dols., compared with 75,413,559 
dols. in the March quarter of 1922. The greater proportion 
of offerings was disposed of in the home market, sales in 
Canada totalling 57,845,577 dols., in the United States 
44,944,000 dols., in Great Britain 1,000,000 dols., and else- 


where 500,000 dols. 
PROVINCE OF QvuEBEC Bonpbs’ Hicgu PRICEs. 


An important incident in March was the sale of Province 
of Quebec Bonds, amounting to 5,000,000 dols., at a price 
of 98:935, an approximate cost to the Province of 5-085 per 
cent. The price was the highest quoted for any Provincial 
Government Bond issue in the Canadian market for a 
number of years, and indicates that Canadian investors In 
gilt-edged securities may have to accustom themselves to a 
5 per cent. interest return in the future instead of 55 or 6 
as in the past two or three years. 

IMPORTANT SULPHITE ISSUE. 

An issue of 3 million dols. First Mortgage 20 Years 64 Per 
Cent. Bonds of the Bay Sulphite Company, Ltd., was made 
in March. The company is one of the largest producers in 
Canada of high-grade sulphite pulp, commencing operations 
in 1918. The company operates two modern mills, one at 
Port Alfred, Quebec, on the Saguenay River, and the other 
on the north shore of Chaleur Bay, Gaspe Peninsula, with a 
combined capacity of 70,000 long tons sulphite pulp per 
annum. The company’s entire output is sold under, ten-year 
contracts to responsible British and French paper interests. 

The Bay Sulphite Company, in its own right, or through 
its subsidiary, owns 50,000 acres freehold and 996 square 
miles leasehold timber limits in the Province of Quebec, 
estimated to contain 6 million cords of pulpwood. In addi- 
tion the company holds private leases and contracts for 
pulpwood. The wood supply is reported to be sufficient for 
forty years’ operation of both mills at present capacity.

This Specification is the outcome of an extensive re- 
search undertaken in the first instance by the Research 
Committee of the Institution of Electrical Engineers, and 
continued by the Electrical Research Association, when 
that body was formed. The Association las issued this 
us a tentative specification in the first instance, as the 
method of conducting the tests are at present undergoing 
further investigation, every effort being made to simplify 
the latter as much as possible. The Institution of Petro- 
leum Technologists is also preparing methods of testing 
oils for the ordinary physical properties, such as visco- 
sity, flash point, etc., which it is hoped will be available 
for use in connection with this Specification. 

This is the first British Engineering Standards Asso- 
clation’s Specification based on the work of the British 
Electrical and Allied Industries Research Association, 
and illustrates the very great value of such a body to the 
industry.

CZECHO-SLOVAKIA—NETHERLANDS. 





COMMERCIAL CONVENTION. 


The Board of Trade has received through the Foreign 
Office a copy of the Commercial Convention between Czecho- 
Slovakia and the Netherlands, signed at The Hague on 
20th January last. The Convention, which is to come into 
force fifteen days after the exchange of ratifications, is 
for one year, after which it will be tacitly renewed for the 
same period, subject to six months’ notice of denunciation. 


The Convention, which applies to both the Netherlands 
and her Colonies, provides for reciprocal most-favoured- 
nation treatment in all respects of the nationals of one of 
the contracting parties in the territory of the other, more 
especially as regards the establishment and carrying on of 
business, industry and navigation, rights and interests, and 
the possession ol property. National treatment Is provided 
for as regards taxes, imposts and dues connected with busi 
ness, industry and navigation. 


Limited lability and other companies, whether commer- 
cial, industrial, financial, or shipping companies, which 
have their head office in the territory of one of the con- 
tracting parties, and are constituted in accordance with 
the laws thereof, are to enjoy full legal rights in the 
territory of the other. Should such companies desire after 
the coming into force of the Convention to operate in the 
territory of the other party they must obtain special autho- 
risation and conform to the laws and regulations in force. 
Once admitted, they are to enjoy most-favoured-nation 
treatment in all respects. 

Kach of the contracting parties agrees to accord to the 
other the most favourable treatment which it may accord to 
any third State in regard to the export, import, warehous- 
ing, and transit of goods, the payment of duties and taxes, 
and Customs formalities generally. The most favourable 
tariff regime granted to any third State is to be mutually 
accorded by the contracting parties to each other in respect 
of all products, natural or manufactured, and this is to 
apply not only to taxes and duties, but also to co-efficients, 
surtaxes and majorations. 


Samples, with the exception of prohibited goods, are to 
be admitted on the usual terms, and marks of identifica- 
tion affixed by the officials of one of the contracting parties 
are to be recognised by the officials of the other. 


Exception to the provisions of the Convention is made in 
the case of advantages reserved to Czecho-Slovakia by 
reason of the Treaties of St. Germain and Trianon, as well 
as in the case of concessions accorded by either party to 
adjoining States to facilitate frontier traffic. 

By a protocol signed on the same date Czecho-Slovakia 
agrees that so long as it is found necessary to continue the 
present system of import and export control certain import 
facilities are to be granted to various goods originating in 
the Netherlands and her Colonies. Lists of the goods are 
attached to the protocol. Should the Netherlands Govern- 
ment, on the other hand, find it necessary to introduce im- 
port or export restrictions which might affect goods im- 
ported from Czecho-Slovakia it is agreed that lists of these 
goods are to be drawn up fixing contingents in accordance 
with mutual interests.

VIEWS ON CANADIAN CoAL PROBLEM. 


The question of Canada’s coal’ supplies was dealt with 
from the Canadian, American, and British points of view 
by the contributors of papers. The British point of view 
was given in a paper prepared under the authority of the 
Monmouthshire and South Wales Coal Owners’ Association. 
The papers emphasised the importance of the fuel problem 
to the Provinces of Ontario and Quebec. The Western and 
Eastern Provinces of Canada, it was pointed out, are well 
supplied with fuel of all kinds, with the possible exception 
of oil, but transport difficulties and the distance of haulage 
are a great handicap in the task of bringing the fuel to the 
consuming centres, such as Ontario and Quebec. The fact 
that the coal needed in these provinces is anthracite for 
domestic uses makes the problem more urgent, because the 
United States Bureau of Mines has expressed the opinion 
that Canada must look for some substitute for anthracite, 
since the export of this coal from the United States cannot 
continue indefinitely, as the life of the anthracite coal 
fields is placed at so to 100 years longer at the most by 
competent authorities. Mr. J. F. K. Brown, chief engineer 
of the Hudson Coal Company, of Philadelphia, sums up the 
situation regarding the ‘‘ Acute Fuel Area ”’ of Canada as 
follows :— 


(1) A vast area of approximately 65,000 square miles in the 
Dominion of Canada is without any coal-bearing terri- 
tory of its own. 

(2) This area contains by far the largest proportion of Cana- 
dian industries, and the most thickly settled proportions 
of the Dominion, and the greatest manufacturing terri- 
tory. 

(3) Anthracite is primarily a household fuel, and it is as such 
that it is used throughout the Dominion. 

(4) The consumers in this territory have been largely 
educated through usage to depend upon this fuel, year 
after year, to supply the heat necessary in the winter 
time. 

(5) The supply of anthracite is slowly diminishing year by 
year, while the demand is increasing every year. 

(6) The cost of production, by reason of conditions in the coal 
fields, is also on the up-grade. 

(7) Disturbances and interruptions in the flow of the supply 
of coal have occurred in the past and will continue to 
occur in the future. 


Anthracite is almost entirely a household fuel. The 
Canadian household heating apparatus and chimney are de- 
signed for anthracite, and there are also other very real 
practical difficulties to be met in changing from an anthra- 
cite to a coal of too great volatile-content.

TEXTILE INDUSTRIES IN 1922. 


H.M. Commercial Secretary at Christiania, in his 
Report * on the Industrial and Economic Conditions 
states that during the first six months of 
1922 the woollen mills worked at about half their capacity, 
but have since extended their operations to about 75 per 
cent. Work in the cotton mills has been, and still is, re- 
stricted to about 60 per cent. to 70 per cent. of normal. 
The large stocks of manufactured goods imported in 1919 
and 1920 continue to depress the market, and sell but 


in Norway, 


slowly, as new styles and designs are also in demand. The 
cotton industry in particular, which seems still to sutter 
under the influence of expensive raw materials purchased 
some years ago, complains of poor prices and keen com- 
petition from the United Kingdom, Sweden, the Nether- 
In spite of a rise in the cost of raw 


lands, and Belgium. 
materials the prices of cotton goods on the Norwegian 


market are stated to have fallen. 


WooLLEN INDUSTRY. 


Conditions in the woollen industry appear to have been 
rather more satisfactory, with not altogether unreasonable 
prices and an improved demand for Norwegian goods. It 
was stated, however, in January last that a recent heavy 
increase in the cost of raw materials had again rendered tlie 
situation difficult. Severe competition has been, and still 
is, experienced from France, Belgium, Czecho-Slovakia, 


Germany, and Sweden. 


CLOTHING INDUSTRY. 


Except for a short period at the beginning of the year, 
this industry has worked on the whole at full capacity, A 
good demand is reported both at home and from Sweden, 
Denmark, and Iceland. Keen ce has, however, 
heen felt from Germany and Austria. and in a lesser degree 


from Sweden and Denmark. 


Import TRADE. 


The principal textile imports included clothing (silk and 
silk embroidered, wool and wool embroidered, cotton and 
cotton embroidered), cotton and cotton yarns, cotton manu- 
factures (except clothing but including press cloth, sail 
cloth, and fabric, drill, damask, etc.), velvet woven goods, 
including plush, lace, curtain nets, insertions and other 
open work goods, embroidered goods, hosiery, other printed 
and coloured goods, hemp, flax, linen manufactures (includ- 
ing felt and press cloth, sail cloths, ete., drill and damask, 
and other unbleached goods), silk manufactures (except 
clothing, but including ribbons and belts of whole and hall 
silk, and other goods of whole and half silk), wool, shoddy 
and wool waste, woollen yarns, dved, not dyed and mixed, 
woollen manufactures (except clothing, but including felt 
and press cloth for technical purposes, 
cloth, woollen goods and hosiery).

CUSTOMS DUTIES ON MOTOR PARTS, ETC. 

The following Orders were issued by the Minister for 
Trade and Customs on 8th March, 1923, relating to the 
Customs duties leviable on parts, aud on certain parts, of 
motor cars and chassis, and otf other articles imported Into 
Australia : — 

DUTY ON PARTS. 

In pursuance of the powers conferred on me by the 
Customs Act, 1901-22, I hereby make the following direc- 
tions as to the duty chargeable on parts:- 


OrDER No. 1. 


Except where otherwise expressly provided by the Customs 
Tariff, 1921-22, any part of any goods which are dutiable ad 
‘alorem or exempt from duty shall, though imported by it- 
self, be dealt with under the Tariff item applicable to the 
complete goods, pro\ ided that in terms of Section 138 of the 
Customs Act, 1901-22, 1f any such part is commercially 
isable on more than one article, the part shall be classitied 
mder the Tariff item applicable to the higher or highest 
rated article with which it is commercially usable, or it the 
same article is part of goods which are exempt trom duty 
and also part of dutiable goods, the part will be classified 
at the same rate as the dutiable goods of which it forms a 
part. 

The foregoing direction shall not apply to any part or

(1) For one month from the date of an outbreak of foot 
and mouth disease no shipments may be made: pro- 
vided, however, that an outbreak in one country 
shall not be held to prohibit. shipments from the 
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others, e.g., an outbreak in England will not prevent 
shipments of cattle, etc., from Scotland or Ireland. 

(2) After one month from the date of the last outbreak, 
cattle, sheep or pigs may be shipped at London, 
Liverpool or Glasgow, to New Zealand from any part 
of the country, provided that, until three months 
have elapsed from the date of an outbreak, no ship- 
ment shall be made of cattle, sheep or pigs which 
have been, since the date of that outbreak, within a 
radius of 15 miles round the seat of the outbreak. 

(3) Provided that special authority may be given to per- 
mit shipment of cattle, sheep or pigs from approved 
areas after segregation in approved premises at the 
port of loading for 14 days, provided that during 
that period outbreaks of foot and mouth disease had 
not occurred at the port of segregation nor in the 
areas trom which any of the animals originated, nor 
had become epidemic in character. 

(4) The fodder accompanying the animals must be the 
product of a county where no foot and mouth 
disease has existed for six months prior to date of 
shipment. and must be sent direct from such county 
to the ship’s side, accompanied by a statutory 
declaration from the supplier as to its origin. 

It will be necessary for me to be personally satis- 
fied as to origin of any fodder shipped, and approval 
must be obtained in each case before definite 
arrangements are made as to purchase, 

The above also applies to fodder accompanying 
horses 

(5) No fodder will be allowed to be landed in New 
Zealand 

(6) The usual owner’s declaration and veterinary certi- 
ficates must be furnished.”’

BUDGET RESOLUTIONS FOR AMENDMENT 
OF CUSTOMS TARIFF: FURTHER NOTICE. 

In connection with the particulars of the Budget pro- 
posals in the Union, contained in the Notice published at 
page 543 of last week’s issue of the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal,’’ a further telegram has been received from H.M. 
Trade Commissioner at Cape Town stating that the 
‘‘dumping duty "’ referred to in that notice will not in any 
event exceed 25 per cent. ad valorem, and that the ‘‘ dump- 
ing freight duty "’ will be limited to goods valued at less 
than £10 per ton (including freight and insurance). The 
telegram also states that the new duty on motor spirit when 
packed will come into force on Ist September next, and 
that the protective duty on jars and bottles has been with- 
drawn. Presumably, therefore, the duty on jars and bottles 
will remain at 3 per cent. ad valorem in the case of foreign 
goods with a rebate of the whole duty in the case of British 
goods. The proposed increase of the duty on golden syrup 
has been abandoned. 

The additional ad valorem duty on perfumed spirits has 
been raised from 10 per cent, to 25 per cent., and the 
duty on perfumery, with the exception of tooth paste, wash, 
or powder, raised from 25 per cent. ad valorem to 40 per 
cent. ad valorem.

ANGOLA (PORTUGUESE WEST AFRICA). 





MODIFICATION OF EXPORT DUTIES. 


With reference to the notice at pages 271-2 of the 
‘* Board of Trade Journal ’’ for 7th September last, re- 
specting progressive reductions of the export duties on 
goods exported from Angola, it should be noted that a 
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Decree (No. 263) of 16th March provides that the reduc- 
tion of these duties which was to have taken place for the 
financial year 1923-4 is to be postponed until the financial] 
year 1924-5. In consequence, the export duties to be levied 
during 1923-4 are those fixed for 1922-3 and shown in the 
notice referred to above, with the modifications given 
below, which were introduced by the present Decree. 

The duties on coffee exported from the port of Ambriz 
are reduced to the following :—

Coffee and dried or salted fish exported from ports within 
the Conventional Basin of the Congo are now subject to an 
export duty of 3 per cent. ad valorem, having previously 
been duty free. 

Maritime traffic between ports of Angola south of the 
river Loje and Portuguese ports in the Indian Ocean is now 
reserved to Portuguese vessels when such vessels make 
regular sailings to these ports.

H.M. Consul at San José has forwarded a translation of 
an Executive Decree, No. 3, dated 5th February, and pub- 
lished in the ‘‘ Official Gazette ’’ of Costa Rica for 6th 
February, which fixes as shown below the Customs duties 
on various classes of lamps, shades, reflectors, and similar 
articles imported into the Republic:

IMPORT DUTY ON FRAMES, ETC., FOR 
UMBRELLAS. 


‘* La Gaceta ’’ (Costa Rica) for 20th January contains a 
Law, No. 2, of 17th January, which provides that metal 
frames for umbrellas and handles and ribs of wood are to be 
dutiable in ‘future under Tariff Nos. 20 and 80 respec- 
tively, and not under Nos. 21 and 83 as formerly. The 
effect of this is to reduce the duty from 2.00 to 1.20 colones 
(paper) per kilog. 





EXPORT DUTY ON CERTAIN ARTICLES 
OF NATIONAL PRODUCTION. 


In virtue of a Law, No. 40, of the Congress of Costa 


“Rica. dated 19th December last, the following articles, 


viz., toys of any class or material, honey, brooms, feather 
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dusters, floor cleaners, brushes and small brooms of fibre, 
cheese, jams and preserved fruits and vegetables, on expor- 
tation from the Republic are to be subject when of national 
production to no other taxes than a wharfage due (of 2 cen- 
timos per kilog.). 

A further Law published in the ‘‘ Official Gazette ”’ of the 
Republic for 7th February provides that raw and manu- 
factured cotton of national production is to be free of 
export duties for a period of ten years from that date. 





CONSULAR REGULATIONS. 

In the ‘* Journal’’ of 6th January, 1921 (page 18), there 
appeared a summary of a Costa Rican Decree (No. 13) of 
30th April, 1920, which provided for the enforcement of 
revised Consular Regulations and a revised Tariff of Con- 
sular fees. It should be noted, however, that H.M. Consul 
at San José has recently reported that Decree No. 13 was 
subsequently abrogated in its entirety and that Consular 
Invoices are not now required for shipments to Costa Rica. 





DENMARK. 


CUSTOMS DUTIES ON FOOTWEAR 
CIGARS. 

The Board of Trade have now received copy and trans- 
lation of the Law of 28th March, increasing as from Ist 
April the Customs duties on footwear and cigars, certain 
particulars of which were given in the notice at page 482 
of the ‘*‘ Board of Trade Journal ’’ for 19th April. 





AND 


CIGARS, 

The duty on cigars and cigarillos (Tariff No. 255) is fixed 
at 6 kr. per kilog. for the period Ist April, 1923, to 30th 
June, 1925. 

In the case of cigars and cigarillos which can be proved 
to have been bought betore Ist August, 1922, and which 
are cleared in the country before Ist July, 1923, a refund 
of the difference between the duty fixed by the Tobacco 
Tax Law of 18th February, 1922, and the above duty, i.e., 
a refund of 3 kr. 20 Gre per kilog., may be granted to the 
importer. 

FooTweEar. 

The duties on footwear are increased to the following 
rates for the period Ist April, 1923, to 30th June, 1923: 

(a) Footwear with uppers containing silk (Tariff No. 

164), 4 kr. per kilog., plus 15 per cent. ad valorem. 

(b) Footwear falling under Tariff No. 236 (except foot- 
wear with wooden soles); footwear falling under 
Tariff No. 157, if having leather or rubber soles 
(except goloshes), and having uppers of woollen 
fabric, 4 kr. per kilog., plus 74 per cent. ad valorem.

The conditions referred to above may be summarised as

Footwear and cigar manufacturers must undertake not 
to increase the prices of such of their goods as are affected 
by the above Customs duties, unless such increase can be 
justified by a proved rise in the cost of raw materials, in 
Wages or working expenses. 

Joint stock companies and other companies with limited 
liability must undertake (1) not to pay out Tantieme or 
other corresponding gratuity to directors or members of 
the Board; (2) to pay as dividend to shareholders and 
other participants with limited responsibility a maximum 
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amount, which is to be 2 per cent. less than the lowest 
discount rate of the National Bank in the year in ques- 
tion, and ts to be calculated on the actual paid up capital 
of the business in question, and (3) to em)loy the surplus 
to the consolidation of the business in a manner approved 
by the Minister of the Interior. 

A working arrangement between emplovers and work- 
people is to be concluded for the purpose of cheapening 
production by a reduction in wages.

EXPORT OF RAGS. 

The French ‘* Journal Officiel *’ for 21st April contains an 
official notice, effective from Ist May, respecting the export 
of rags from France. The export of cordage, string, and 
twine of hemp is prohibited, whilst the following may only be 
exported under special licence, viz. cordage, of nanila hemp, 
aloe and sisal hemp; phormium (gonis), jute “ clair ’’ and 
‘ demi-clair ’’; wipings (cotton for machine); old white 
cotton ‘ clair’’ and ‘‘ demi-clair’’; new calico or cotton, 
bleached or unbleached: and cloths 1, 2. 3, 4. and 5. Other 
kinds of rags may be exported without specia! authorisation.

TRADE WITH THE OCCUPTED 
TERRITORY OF GERMANY. 

The Franco-Belgian authorities in the Occupied Terri- 
tory granted certain facilities, as set out in the ‘‘ Board of 
Trade Journal ’’ of 29th March, in respect of the export 
from that Territory, on account of foreign traders, of (a) 
goods ordered before Ist February ; (lr) goods loaded before 
20th lebruary ; and (¢) goods covered by export lheences 
issued before certain specified dates. These facilities were, 
however, nullified by the action of the German Government 
in forbidding, by Decrees dated 16th and 29th March, 
traders in Germany to apply for Ailed lheences, to pay 
duties or fees to the officials of the Franco-Belgian Adminis- 
tration, or to deliver or accept goods in respect of which 
duty had been paid to, or licence obtained trom, that 
Administration, no matter by whom duty has been paid or 
the licence obtained. 

The German Government has now issued a Decree, dated 
26th April, modifying the Decrees dated 16th and 29th 
March, with effect that firms domiciled in Germany may, 
on condition that any import or export licences required by 
German regulations have heen obtained. cle iver gy ods Lo, 
or accept them from, nationals of the States not participat- 
ing in the occupation of the Ruhr. ‘tb Ve spect of contracts 
concluded before PAtlal February last. eve)» if the foreign 
firms concerned have procured licenecs from the Occupying 
Powers.

in the British Zone. where instructions have been given
